INDIAN PLAY WAS PRESENTED 


Immense Crowd. Estimated at About 


Five Thousand, Witnessed Uni­ 


que Celebration, July 4th. 


To be able to stand on one of the 
most historical spots in Southern In ­ 


diana and witness a sham battle, a 
reproduction of the one held at 1 ip- 
ton Island, this county, one hundred 
years ago, was the good fortune of 
an immense crowd at Indian Mound 
Ju ly 4th. 
It is estim ated that be­ 
tween four and five thousand people 
witnessed the various features of the 
program 
which were given accordm 


to the previously arranged plan, 
was an ideal w ay to spend the day 
and was in keeping with the sane 
Fo u rth idea. 
The weather was very, 
. 
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i belonging to fra n k 
favorable to r the celebration and the} 
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spirit of patriotism and good fello w ­ 
ship aided in making the d ay a suc­ 


cess. 
The celebration was originated and 
planned by T. S. Blish, o f this city, 
a lineal descendant of General John 
Tipton, who one hundred years ago 


with twenty-nine m ilitia rangers rout-1 
ed a band of hostile Indians afte r ai 
short conflict on an inland near In - , 
dian Mound, which 
was afterw ard s 
named in honor o f the commanding! 
officer. 
As the old battlefield is on 


the opposite side o f the river i 
could be reached only in boats, it was 
decided to hold the celebration at In ­ 
dian Mound, which is ideally located 


fo r such an event and which has a 
historical significance because of the 
large Mound from which the grove re­ 


ceives its name. 


The principal feature of the pro­ 
gram was a sham battle held in the 
afternoon. 
The Seym our Battalion , 
composed ot several drill tea ins of the 


local brders. acted as the federal sol­ 
diers and the members of the Red Men 


O rder took the part of tin* Indians. 
Much credit is due M ajo r Claude 


C arter for the success of the battle! 
as he has 
worked 
industriously 
in j 


drilling the soldiers so that the eon - > 
flict could he carried out according to 
the plans. 
The arrangem ents fo r the 
sham battle were made almost en­ 
tirely by M ajor C arter. 
It gave an 


excellent idea o f how a battle in time 
o f w ar is conducted. 


A fte r the Indians and soldiers had 
taken their positions, Law rence Uat- 
t aba ugh and H a rry M cDonald, m ili­ 


tiamen, entered the Indian camp on 
to p .o f the Mound as spies. 
The In ­ 
dian scout saw the intruders and im ­ 


m ediately opened fire upon them. M r. 
M cD onald escaped among the trees 
but M r. H attabaugh fell before the 
firing o f tin* savages. 
He was c a r­ 


ried to a tent and a fte r a council oi 


w ar among the Indians, it was de­ 
cided to burn him at the stake. 
In the meantime a company of fed-j 
eral soldiers were coming down W hite 
Rive r in boats and when 
they 
up ! 
proached the Mound, they were sight­ 
ed by Indian scouts and a short but­ 
tle ensued. 
J . I*. Collins, one o f the 
federal soldiers, was shot from the 


boat and fell into the river. 
The 
firing continued as the boats neared 


the shore hut I lie militiamen succeed­ 
ed in landing and started tow ards the 
Indian camp. 
It was seen that the 
¡soldiers were outnumbered 
by 
the 
red men and reforcements were o r­ 


dered out by M a jo r Claude Carter. 
Upon the a rriva l of the additional 
soldiers, the battle began in earnest 
and round a fte r round of am muni­ 
tion 
was 
tired 
by 
the contending 
forces. 
A fte r a 
short, skirmish it 
appeared that the Indians had bested 
the white men hut the timely arrival 
of another com pany saved the hour 
and a fte r a fight around the Mound, 
the Indians were put to flight and 
I heir cam p taken. 
Out* of the most sensational fe a ­ 
tu re s of the battle was the hand to 
hand fight o f A djutant A. B. Siiutts 
with two of the enemies. 
The officer 
sueeeded in killing his assailants and 
just as he was ready to reenter in ! 
.„(the main fight, a red man shot him j 
1^1 from hi- horse. 
Adjutant Shutts fell 
backw ards from the horse, giving a 


¡realistic color to the fight. 
He was 
¡mounted on “ C hief.” a riding Imrse 
Bush. 


\ number of the soldiers and In ­ 
dians were “ killed” and ‘‘wounded” 
during the fight and were carried to 
the hospital tent by the Red Cross 


field men. 
Some of the “ injured” 
were able to reenter the battle but the 
¡bandages on their 
heads 
and 
arm 


were stained with “ blood." 
The hos­ 
pital tent was in charge of the staff 


physicians o f the battalion. 
S e ve r­ 
al of the soldiers were given a course 


of treatm ent 
at

which they did not expect.

I Miring the battle the soldiers and 


the enemy carried out their parts un­ 
der strict rules and the same order 


was m aintained in the ranks as if an 
actual battle were in progress. 
Each 


man had a duty to perform and the 
success of the conflict depended very 


largely upon individual work. 
The 
men had practiced hard, however, and 
were thoroughly drilled for the light. 
Before the battle started some diffi­ 
culty was experienced in keeping the 
spectators from the fighting ground. 
In order to avoid accidents and that 
the soldiers 
might 
have 
sufficient 
room to c a rry out their maneuvers, 


the battle 
field was 
surrounded by 
ropes and 
the 
spectators 
were re­ 


quested to keep hack of that line. 
As 
soon as the firing started, however, 
and the booming guns came near the 
crowd the spectators of their own a c ­ 


cord stepped back to avoid tin* smoke 
and fire. 
The sound of the guns could 
lie heard for some distance along the 


river and at times the ground was 
shaken by the heavy volleys.

of Ins head and his hands which were 
raised above hi- head. 
His com pan­ 
ions went t«» him as soon as they could 


but 
lie had disappeared 
under the 
water when they readied the place 
where they had last seen him. 


The report o f the 
accident 
was 


made at the hospital tent at the eele 
brat urn and as soon as the accident 
became known, a number ot {people 
went to the river. 
The body was 
found about two o'clock. A physician 
was called as soon as the body was 


recovered but as the hoy had been 
drowned for about an hour, it was in» 
possible to bring him to life.

Gettysburg, Pa., Ju ly 5.— The real 
feature of the last day of the soldiers’ 
reunion was the parade, the singing, 
shouting 
parade 
while 
Confederate 
bands 
played 
“ Marching 
Through 
Georgia" and Federal bands stirred the 
echoes 
of 
the 
Round 
Tops 
with 
"D ixie." 
The paraders were made up 
of old men who had found their youth 
on the field of Gettysburg and who 
marched with their hands on each oth­ 
e r’s shoulders or iheir arms around 
each other's necks. 
No one episode of the semi-centen­ 
nial celebration testified so finely to 
the one big fact that the veterans of 
the blue and gray not only have thor­ 
oughly enjoyed themselves, but that 
all bitterness, all soreness, has passed 
away and that every dollar that our 
Unci# Sam and the states spent was 
mighty well spent in bringing them 
together. 
At nearly every Confederate camp 
were half a dozen Union veterans. 
Across the camp, among the Federal 
veterans, the Confederates were visit­ 
ing. 
Presently a 
uned up. 
The 
bandsters 
carue 
the 
slope 
through the Virgin.. 
< amp. 
W ith a 
shout of Joy the Virginians, catching 
hold of the visiting Federáis, trailed 
alter the band. 
As they passed camp 
after camp, the old men fell into lint 
A strong voice took up "M arching 
• Through Georgia.” In all the past fifty 
years you could hardly have found 
Confederate soldier who would have 
sung that song. 
Here, however, they 
shouted its swinging cadences enthu 
siastically. 
Led by the band they sang 
it, clear into the midst of the northern 
camps, and then the Union soldiers, 
joining the parade with 
their own 
band, insisted on "D ixie” until the 
bandsmen were breathless. 
Round and round the camp the\ 
went, until finally they routed out Brig 
adier General Liggett, U. S. A., corn 
manding the reunion camp. 
The gen 
eral cheered lustily and laughed with 
a chorus of thousands. 
The story of 
that parade will be told many times 
in small towns Rnd villages all over 
the United States. 
It was deeply, im­ 
pressively significant of a finally re 
united nation. 
As President Wilson 
•aid. In closing his address before the 
veterana: 
"How shall we bold such thoughts in 
our hearts 
and not he moved? 
I 
would not have you live even today 
wholly in the past, but would wish to 
stand 
with 
you 
in 
the 
light 
that 
streams upon us now- out of that great 
day gone by. 
Here is the nation God 
has bullded bv our hands. 
W hat shall 
we do with it? 
Who stands ready to 
act again and always in the spirit of 
this day of reunion and hope and pa­ 
triotic fervor? 
The day of our coun­ 
try ’s life has but broadened into morn­ 
ing. Do not put uniforms by. 
Put the 
harness of the present on. 
Lift your 
eye* to the great tracts of life yet to 
be conquered in the interest of right­ 
eous peace, of that prosperity which 
lies in a people’s hearts and outlasts 
all wars and errors of men. 
Come, let 
us be comrades and soldiers yet to 
serve our fellow men In quiet counsel, 
where the blare of trumpets is neither 
heard nor heeded and where the things 
are done which make blessed the na­ 
tions of the world in peace and right 
eousness and love.” 
Perfect weather and perfect treat­ 
ment, combined with their own light­ 
hearted enjoyment, kept the veterans 
well and vigorous during the week. 
The deaths, eight out of 50,000 old 
men, tell the story better than any 
number of words could do. 
Somehow, 
for good reason or not, the southern 
ers seem to feel that they have had tin- 
cream of the good time. 
It is abso­ 
lutely true that a Confederate soldier 
couldn’t buy a drink if a Union man 
was in hearing. 
Dow*n in Gettysburg 
town it was the commonest thing in 
the world to hear: 
"P u t that monev 
up, comrade. 
You cannot spend any­ 
thing here. 
Tt’s Confederate money, 
anyhow.” 
This morning the outrush began to 
bother the railroad people. 
It is no 
simple matter to handle the many sj>e- 
cial and regular trains over a single 
line of railroad. 
The United States 
army, through Major Normoyle, is aid­ 
ing the railroad and is employing in 
the entraining work the same perfect 
system that it uses in other matters. 
By tonight there will be at most only 
a few hundred veterans left in camp, 
as the encampment ends officially on 
Sunday morning.

erator all the advantages of tile, with 
the add«“d feature of its being practi­ 
cally monolithic—no joints or cracks. 
The doors of this unique household 
article are flush with the outside and 
when closed are forced by the lever 
handle against a rubber cushion, thus 
forming an air tight contact. 


Me ta l Coa ting For Automobile s . 
The finishing of the exterior of auto­ 
mobile bodies with a metallic coating 
instead of with paint or varnish is re­ 
ceiving considerable attention in Ger­ 
man automobile circles. 
The method 
of metalizing the surface with a hard, 
smooth and nonrusting coating is by 
means of a hot blast. 
The speed with 
which the fine particles of metal leave 
the spraying nozzle is about 5.000 feet 
per second. 
When the spray strikes 
the surface to be coated the particles 
are not yet fully solidified, but, re­ 
maining plastic for a few’ moments, are 
welded into a perfectly homogeneous 
and adhering film under the high pres­ 
sure of the stream. 
In the develop­ 
ment of the process it is quite possible 
that coloring matter can be mixed in 
to obtain any tint desired.

Old Letters Just Found Tell 
Origin of Inscription. 


HISTORIANS LONG BAFFLED 


C urator of I (-»dependence H all, P h ila ­ 


delphia, Discovers Correspondence of 


Isaac Morris. Superintendent of State- 


house In 1751, W h ich Exp lain s How 


Belt Came to C arry Fam ous Words. 


The great mystery of the Liberty bell, 
the manner In which the famous in­ 
scription. "Proclaim Liberty Through 
out All the Land I nto All the Inhabit­ 
ants Thereof,” came to be cast in the 
bell, and the reason for it, which has 
baffled the historian for half a cen 
tury. has at last been solved. 
With 
the finding a few days ago of letters 
written by Isaac* Morris, who was su 
perintendent of the old statehouse in 
Philadelphia when the bell was order 
ed in 1751. Wilfred Jordan, curator 
of Independence hall In that city, has 
been able to supply the long sought 
explanation. 
According to the papers» which have 
disclosed 
the secret, the inscription 
was placed on the bell in England 
when it was made In 1751. 
The ob 
jeet was to dedicate the t>ell as a 
memorial on the fiftieth anniversary 
of the granting of the charter to the 
city of Philadelphia by William Pena. 
The words were suggested by Morris, 
who was a profound Biblical student, 
and they were taken from the ten11» 
verse of the twenty-fifth chapter of 
Leviticus.

This intelligence is contained in let 
ters addressed to members of the as 
aernbly by Morris when the plans for 
the bell were under consideration. 
It 
had been planned to celebrate the an 
nivers’iry of the city’s semicentennial, 
and as the small bell used in the state 
house had proved insufficient it wa- 
suggested that a mammoth memorial 
bell be made to replace it which would 
be the largest in British America. 
The l>ell is a copy of the famous 
“ Big Ben.” the largest of the bells in 
Westminster abbey, London. 
The/ lirn 
which cast the bell in London was 
that of Thomas Lester, which is still ir 
business. 
One of the letters writteu by Mom? 
states that when the bell was recast ii 
this country I«» improve the sound Pas* 
aud Stow, the m echanics, made a het 
ter job of the inscription than flu 
makers in London, the letters beiiu 
more legible and more artistic. 
The recasting of the bell was mad« 
necessary because of a crack which <>«• 
curred within a year after its arriva 
in this country. The two colonists wh< 
were given the joh of recasting it add 
ed one ami one-half ounces of copper 
to every pound of the hell metal, which 
they believed, would not only make 
the bell tougher, but add t•» its sound 
The result, however, was to give tin 
bell so muffled a tone as to render it 
unfit for use, and the two men who re 
cast it were subjected to so much ridi 
cule that they begged for permission t< 
do the job over. 


Cracked at M arshall Funeral. 
This was granted, and after tin* cop 
per had been reduced to a lesser pro 
portion the bell was replaced in tin 
tower, finer that ever, where it hung 
until thirty-si* years after it had beer 
cracked the second rime. 
This last 
break, which is the one which is now 
seen In the bell, occurred at the funeral 
of Chief Justice John 
Marshall on 
Ju ly -i. 1855. and not on Ju ly 4. 177»». 
when the Declaration of Independence 
was proclaimed. 
One of the l«*tt»*rs written by Morris, 
dated March 10, 1755, after the bell ha«l 
broken the first time, is in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“ It was cracked by the stroke of the 
clapper, without any other violence, as 
It was hung up to try the sound. 
Though this was not very agreeable to 
us, we concluded to send it back to 
London by Captain Budden. bu{ he 
could not take it aboard, upon which 
two ingenious workmen undertook tc I 
cast it here. 
I am just now Informed! 
that they have this day opened the 
mold and have got a good bell, which 
I confess, [»leases me very much that 
we shouhi first venture upon and suc­ 
ceed in tin* greatest bell cast, for aught 
I know, in England and America. The 
mold was finished in a very masterly 
manner, and the letters. ! am told, are 
better than on the old one.”
